Due to the newly added claims 31-35 of the amendment filed on 07/07/2005, a 
further election of species of the elected Group II is now required. 

Group II contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

A(ll): claim 14 is drawn to the embodiment wherein the conductive material 
includes a conductive paste. 

B(ll): claims 31-33 and 35 are drawn to the embodiment wherein the conductive 
material includes a film of silver.
